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Prayer Book Burning, Excommunication Scored; 
fr. Kaplan Says Rabbis Made Selves Ridiculous 


Conservative Rabbis 
Condemn Action 


mew YORK — Declaring that 


the Orthodox rabbis had “in a 
moment of irresponsible hysteria 
stooped to methods employed by 
the arch enemies of religious 
freedom and democracy,” the ex- 
ecitive council of the Rabbinical 
Assembly of America, in a resolu- 
tion, scored the recent burning 
of the new Reconstructionist 
prayer book and the “excom- 
munication” of Rabbi Mordecai 
Kaplan. 

The resolution read: 

“The Rabbinical Assembly of 
America voices its strong con- 
demnation of the recent action 
taken by a group of rabbis 
called together under the aegis 
of the Agudat Harabbanim (Un- 
jon of Orthodox Rabbis) at a 
New York hotel convoked 
through an advertisement in the 
daily press. At this gathering, 
the Sabbath Prayer Book issued 
by the Jewish Reconstructionist 
Foundation an dedited by our 
revered colleague Professor Mor- 
decai M. Kaplan and three asso- 
ciates, was burned and he him- 
self “excommunicated” by the 
Agudat Harabbanim, which is 
one of several organizations of 
orthodox rabbis in the United 
States. 

Denies Body’s Authority 

"The Rabbinical Assembly of 
America, the national organiza- 
tion of the Conservative Rabbin- 
ate denies the authority of any 
witside body to sit in judgment 
on one of our colleagues, 

“We do not intend here to en- 
ter into a discussion of the 
merits of the Reconstructionist 
prayer book concerning which 
there is considerable difference 
of opinion within the ranks of 
the Rabbinical Assembly. In fact, 
# authorized prayer book, pre- 
pared by a Joint Prayer Book 
Commission of the Rabbinical 
Ausenibly and the United Syna- 
gogue, has been prepared and 
will appear in the fall. 

"Nonetheless, we are all unan- 
mous in voicing our condemna- 
tion of the hysterical step taken 
by the Agudat Harabbanim. The 
action of burning a book of pray- 
ef, drawn in largest measure 
from the pages of Scripture and 
the entire range of Jewish sac- 
ted literature, and in which the 
Divine Namc ccurs times with- 
it number, is a clear violation 
of Jewish law. It constitutes a 
hillul hashem, a desecration of 
the Divine Name, which threat- 
ems to undermine respect for 
Judaism everywhere. Nor is it 
talculated to increase respect 
for the Agudat MHarabbanim, 
Which has in a moment of irre- 
§ponsible hysteria stooped to

We assure the public at large 
that the action of the Agudat 
Harabbanim is in violation of 
the feelings of the overwhelming 
majority of American Jewry, 
whose loyalty to Judaism seeks 
to express itself not only through 
ritual observance and_ ethical 
conduct but also through a gen- 
uine respect for the freedom of 
man’s conscience.” 


Dr. Kaplan Defends 
New Prayer Book

NEW YORK—tThe preparation 
of the prayer-book, for which he 
was excommunicated, Dr. M. M. 
Kaplan explained, was motivated 
by a desire to develop a religious 
service that would give “modern- 
minded Jews a form of worship 
in which they could participate 
with devotion and sincerity.” He 
said it was not intended for 
those Jews who were satisfied 
with the traditional prayers, and 
that the action against him 
raised the question of “freedom 
of worship.” He added that the 
excommunicating rabbis were 
merely “making themselves ridi- 
culous.” 

“Modification” in Dr. Kaplan's 
introduction to the book which 
the orthodox rabbis particularly 
condemned include the statement 
that Jews are not a divinely 
chosen race; that the Torah is 
a human document and not one 
“supernaturally inspired,” and 
that modern Jews no longer look 
forward to the advent of a per- 
sonal Messiah. 

The book was burned at a 
“cherem” proceedings at the Ho- 
tel McAlpin here by the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis of the United 
States and Canada. 


Light Book’s Edges With Match 


The gathering at which the ex- 
communication was issued was 
attended by several hundred rab- 
bis from New York and adjacent 
areas and by large numbers of 
outstanding orthodox laymen. Af- 
ter the “cherem” was _ issued, 
Rabbi Israel Rosenberg, presi- 
dent of the rabbinical organiza- 
tion, placed a copy of the prayer 
book on the table. When young 
Rabbi Joseph Ralbag placed a 
lit match to the edges of the 
book, symbolizing its burning, 
loud outbursts of cries were 
heard from all eorners of the as- 
sembly hall. 

After the “cherem” document 
was read Rabbi Rosenberg asked 
the assembled to rise and give 
their approval to the action. As 
the audience stood up it chanted 
in unison with Rabbi Dushowitz, 
the passage from the Psalms 
reading “Happy is the man who 
walketh not in the counsel of 
the wicked and who standeth not 
on the path of the sinners.” 


Weizmann in Fighting 
Speech Declares Jews 
Can’t Wait Longer

DON—"The spirit of the 


Palestine Jews is unconquerable 


and Palestine will never again be Arab, Dr. Chaim Weizmann, presi- 
dent of the World Zionist Organization, declared here in a militant 
speech, showing a new facet of his character. 


“It may take time to make Palestine a Jewish country, but 


it will be done” Weizmann said. 


“I believe that our present relations with the mandatory power 
are of passing character. Britain can be big only when it adheres to 


moral principles and the sanctity of promises. 


God forbid that 


England should abandon these principles and I don’t think it witl 
abandon them and we will soon see the blossoming of the Jewish 


state. 


Palestine Jews Not Anti-British 


The Zionist leader said it is wrong to say that the Jews of Pal- 
estine are anti-British. He pointed out that all his work has been 
based on British connections and on the assumption that justice 
will predominate in the relations between Britain and the Jews. 

Weizmann revealed he is attempting at present to convince the 
British government that it no longer can keep the Jews of Palestine 
in suspense and that a final decision must be taken now. He de- 
clared that it is untrue that the creation of a Jewish commonwealth 
would depart from the purposes of the Balfour Declaration. 

Jews, Dr. Weizmann continued, were willing to accept Church- 
ill’s White Paper of 1922, although it was a departure from the 
Balfour Declaration, since it spoke of the absorptive capacity of 
the country. Such absorptive capacity, he stressed, must be created, 
adding “I say give me the right to create absorptivity and the 
Jewish state will be ready within three to five years.” 

He pointed out that the Arabs already have realized their high- 
est ambitions, while Jews with over 1,000,000 men in the Allied 
armies and with 30,000 volunteers from Palestine and with over 
4,000,000 killed in Europe, are still waiting. 


Can’t Settle In a Cemetery 


Asserting that the virus of Naziism had taken root even in 


countries like France and Holland, Weizmann said that, 


“Jews 


cannot settle in a cemetery. We cannot wait any longer. The blood 
of millions cries to Heaven. If justice still has some meaning this 


voice will be heard.” 


Dr. Weizmann pointed out that “while thirty-six new settle 


ments have sprung up, one 


is amazed to find emptiness in 


many parts at the same time” he stated that at least one-hird of 
the eleven million Dunams in the Negev could be colonized and made 


to support one million Jews.

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A-NEW UNIVERSITY UNDER JEWISH AUSPICES?. . .. . . 2. . The Present Status of the Idea

: re IDEA of a new University under chiefly Jewish auspices, but open to stu- 


_” dents of all faiths, with a faculty drawn: from non-Jews, as well as Jews, 
_gnd teaching the humanities and professionai courses, was first promulgated ac- 
tively in 1922, and became subject of a brochure by myself, entitled: “A Jewish 
‘University in America?” (94 pages, New York, 1923). Unfortunately, except for 
a few copies in libraries and privately owned, this brochure is not now available 

is an item on Volume II of my printed Sermons and Addresses, New York, 
1941, still available at Bloch Publishing Company, 31 West 31st Street, New York 
City. This item: “An Unquenchable Idea,” is brief, but still germane to the subject. 

.My own relationship to the proposal.is that of a Rabbi interested in the wei- 
fare of the Jewish community. If I were not in the active Radbinate, I might 
wish to carry forward the project in practical form, but my duties as Rabbi 
pold me closely to my chosen work. Nevertheless, a very considerable number 
of young people of the Jewish faith come to me far assistance in securing ad- 
mission to privately endowed colleges. Moreover, during mid-war and post-war 
days, the problem of being admitted te these colleges is becoming increasingly 

te. 
dees Entrance Difficulties ncrease 

While it is true that the pressure is heaviest with respect to Eastern Col- 
jeges of esablished reputation, it is becoming difficult to secure entrance at 
certain other colleges of a semi-state character, particularly in the South. There 
will. undeniably be a great expansion cf college facilities when building enter- 

96 are permitted again. Moreover, Jews are contributing in greater degree 
to colleges and universities because of the present fluidity of money. Hence the 
proposal of a new university under chiefly Jewish auspices is being widely dis- 
cussed once more. 

The idea of such a University under principally Jewish endowment, guidance 
and mentorship is truly an “unquenchable idea.” The chief question involved in 
4%s establishment is whether the Jewish community has the will and the high 
qultural eminence to undertake such an enterprise. In the field of secular educa- 
tion, as well as hospitals and welfare institutions, Jews have already accom- 
plished much. They are endowing and supporting Settlement Houses which do 
inter-racial and inter-faith work, particulary in neighborhoods of metropolitan 
eenters where the population has changed from one predominantly of Jews, to 


one of numerous ethnic strains. 1 ae : 
In the hospitals of the large cities, Jewish institutions are serving, particu- 
larly in their clinics, patients of all raczal and religious origins. At least one of 


the great Jewishly-supported hospitals in a metropolitan center is seeking to 


establish a system of scholarships and residencies at other institutions; more- 
over, tentative efforts are being made to extend the educational facilities which 
this institution can furnish, for the higher training. of Jewish young men in medi- 
cine and surgery. The difficulties and obstacles encountered: by the medical . col- 
lege in Massachusetts which has no quota against Jewish applicants indicate the 
problem which Jewish youth encounters in preparing themselves for service in 
this profession. 

No Present Institution Suitable 

‘No institution now in the field meets the definition of the new University as 
I envisage it. The Yeshivah at 187th Street and Amsterdam Avenue, New York 
City; is a college with an Orthodox religious background. It grants degrees ac- 
cording to.a charter from the State of New York, and is rapidly developing into 
a Jewish University. But it has no campus and tends to become similar to an 
institution like existing city colleges of New York. The Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary wishes to become a “University for Judaism,” but not a university giving 
degrees in secular and professional subjects. The new University suggested 
would be a campus college, with dormitory facilities, in a community about 36 
or 40 miles out of New York City, to which students would come, not only 
from New York and the particular county in the midst of which it would be 
situated, but also from all parts of the country. 

One of the most interesting precedents for a college of university under ma- 
jority Jewish auspices is to be found in the group of private schools in and 
about New York City and other cities with a considerable Jewish population. 
One such school within the orbit of Greater New York has a school clientele of 
almost entirely Jewish character; there are a number of fine non-Jewish pupils. 
many of them drawn from Gentile academic families, some of them on a full or 
part-time scholarship. The Headmaster of this School which trains students 
fvom kindergarten through senior high school courses until their entrance into 
colleges, is a non-Jew; the principal of the Lower School is also a non-Jew. This

THE J. E. C. has been accused of a lot of incompetence, in- 
efficiency and downright neglect by many people and from many 
quarters. 


The Committee was organized some six years ago when it was 
left an endowment of $5,000,000. Great things were expected from 
the Committee at that time. There was talk of model schools, en- 
rollment drives, lifting of educational standards, etc. But the fact 
ig that very little has been done. One might look around and say, 
“What besides their attractive office can the J. E. C. point to?” 


There has been no increased enrollment, no lifting of standards, 
00 improvement of curriculum, no extensive support of the poorer 
institutions, and a lot of money has been spent on a great many 
fancy-worded projects whose total effect has been very negligible. 


On the other hand, whether or not one agrees with their ideology, 
all due credit must be given to the various ultra-orthodox groups 
who have gone out with an admirable display of zealousness and 
who have brought the so-called “Jewish word” into many an empty 
home. There are now in many parts of this city small but numerous 
—Perhaps as many as forty—schools were previously there were 
none. Enrollment and study hours have increased and activity is 


going along Strongly for the improvement of Jewish learning among 
the youth. 


BUT THE J. E. C., we repeat, cannot point to any similar 
Success. Oh, yes, they can point to their superbly-illustrated maga- 
tine and Say it reaches 25,000 children. But they cannot say in all 
honesty to what extent the magazine is being used in the classroom 
or will the J. E. C. admit that teachers and principals are constantly 
complaining that it lacks spirit or depth or what have you—it’s 
just a very shallow four-color job. 

Now that the J. E. C. will receive its funds from the Federation 
we can expect even worse results because the gentlemen who run 
the Federation are general minimalists in their education viewpoints. 
That is to say, they'd like to see Jewish youngsters sitting in ex-

School has a budget of over $600,000, assem- 
bled almost entirely from tuition income. It 
has a small campus of great beauty within 
subway distance of the city; the pupils who 
attend make the trip daily by subway or 
schoo: bus. 


Jews Attend Private Schools 


There are other primary, grammar and 
preparatory schools under private mentorship 
in and near New York City. With the presert 
improved financial situation of American Jews, 
the number of applications for admission to 
these schools has become larger than ever be- 
fore. I have in my files the data regarding 
these schools in and near New York, Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburgh, Chicago and elsewhere, 
which have a large Jewish following, though 
their leadership is non-Jewish. Needless to 
say, the difficulties of securing entrance into 
desired colleges for graduates of these schools 
increase from year to year, and will become 
even more acute when facilities of colleges 
are taxed at the close of the war. In 1919 there 
was a rush to the colleges; in the year fol- 
lowing the end of the Second World War we 
may expect a similar pressure. 


A few years ago I discussed with some of 
the leaders of these preparatory schools— 
which follow, in many instances, the best pat- 
terns of progressive education—the idea of 
extending the work of at least one of these 
Schools into the junior college grades. They 
were sympathetic to a further investigation of 
the matter. When at a typical meeting of a 
group of parents of students soon to enter 
college, the idea was broached, it was found 
that the parents wished to have their children 
seatter after graduation; they preferred to 
secure admission to privately endowed colleges 
—the best-known, of course, if possible. In ad- 
dition the war situation militated against fur- 
ther consideration of the idea. 


Parents Realize Difficulties 


Though the parents of students now near 
New Ycrk would like to have their youngsters 
enter Yale, Harvard, Princeton, etc., etce., they 
are in a more cooperative mood when they 
realize the difficulties of achieving this hope 
for the boys; or the hope of being admitted 
to the leading Eastern colleges for young 
women. A few graduates of the preparatory 
schools in this region might enroll in such a 
campus college if its facilities and reputation 
were commendable. Without doubt the prepara- 
tory schools in the counties near New York, 
one of which has over 5,000 High School grad- 
uates a year, including a percentage of grad- 
uates of the Jewish faith, might wish to ex- 
periment with the idea of Junior College 
courses. Involved in this situation is the fact 
that day students from the high schools of 
these counties might wish to apply for admis- 
sion to such a college, or to a junior college 
associated with one of the preparatory schools. 


To be sure, the standards of the privately. 
endowed preparatory schools are high, and 
graduates of public day high schools may not 
qualify for admission to any Junior Colleges 
which might be established, except in particu- 
lar instances. This matter, however, could be 
better understood after further investigation, 
and, I am confident, adequately worked out. 


These preparatory schools in the New York 
area and elsewhere are privately endowed and 
managed, with their own individual boards of 
governors or trustees. They are not enter- 
prises of the Jewish community or groups 
within it, as such. They have an almost en- 
tirely Jewish clientele, however, but they are 
secuiar schools without any features off the 
parochial school (such as classes in any par- 
ticular religion; ceremonials of any particu- 
lar faith, etc.) They prepare students for the 
best privately endowed and state colleges and 
universities of America. Their support comes 
through tuition; from gifts, from foundations 
(in small part), and from endowments (which 
are not large). The income from tuition is de- 
rived chiefly from Jewish families, as we have 
said. The Headmasters are usually non-Jews, 
and so, too, aresmany of the faculty members. 


Some Schools Meet Need 


Since 1922, when I first advanced the pro- 
gram of a campus suburban university, chiefly 
under Jewish auspices, a number of institu- 
tions have arisen in the metropolitan area 
which have, in part, met the situation which 
I then described—namely, the centration of 
nearly 3,000,000 Jews—the figure is now closer 
to 4,000,000—on the Atlantic seaboard, and the 
desire of a high percentage of Jewish young 
peopie for the best type of college and uni- 
versity training. 


Among these institutions are the following: 
Sarah Lawrence College has been established 
in Bronxville New York, under non-Jewish en- 
dowment and jurisdiction; it is a college for 
girls; it has a small Jewish quota. Its campus 
is small. Its tuition is high. It furnishes an 
example of a small college of recent origin 
achieving success within its limited objectives. 
Bennington College in Vermont furnishes an 
instance of a college appearing within the past 
two decades, and meeting with remarkable 
success. It deserves careful study from the 
standpoint of the manner in which it was 
inaugurated; the buildings it has erected; the 
budget it requires; the equipment, faculty, 
etc., that it has established. It would be an 
interesting indication of a similar procedure 
for a new college under chiefly Jewish endow- 
ment). 


At Hempstead, Long Island, Hofstra Col- 
lege was founded about a decade ago; before 
the war it had 1500 students, and the number, 
despite war conditions, is increasing. Long Is- 
land is now a large center of population, and 
the number of Jewish students is large. This 
college--of the founding,.management and fin- 
ances I made a study in 1938—is a most in- 
teresting example of what a college under 
chiefly Jewish auspices might be and become. 
It must be said, however, that we would wish 
and might be able to create a university rep- 
resenting even higher standards. Hofstra is 
an excellent indication of what can be done, 
if a grant of land is given by a generous 
donor in a satisfactory central location; if the 
initial outlay is made by a few donors for es- 
sential new buildings—such as a lecture hall, 
a laboratory, library, recreation hall, etc. The 
balance of the money required can, for the 
most part, come from tuition. 


Most Funds To Come From Tuition 


If general educational endowments or foun- 
dations can be persuaded to help in certain 
specific projects—research enterprises, aid to 
certain professorial chairs, ete.—the fiinancial 
burden can be lightened to this degree. It is 
estimated that at least 60% up to 80% of the 
total income required can be secured from 
tuition. In fact some institutions, of which I 
made a study in the year 1938, began their 
career on a shoestring, with no endowment 
whatsoever, depending entirely upon tuition 
income, and a few gifts and grants. Since 1938 
Hofstra has had a satisfactory development, 
and recently elected a new President, former- 
ly associated with Cornell. The present finan- 
cial status of Hofstra, and the degree of its 
expansion, can be studied with benefit. 


Bard College, at Annandale, New York, 
which I visited in 1938, represents another in- 
teresting experiment. It is now, after consid- 
erable difficulty, a well-established institution, 
due to the fact that it admits students from 
the metropolitan area, among them talented 
young women of the Jewish faith who have 
been unable to gain admittance elsewhere. 
Bard College was formerly St. Stephen’s Col- 
lege, under Episcopalian endowment. It is a 
few hours ride upstate from New York City, 
near Poughkeepsie. At one time it was taken 
under the wing of Columbia University, but 
this association did not provide Bard with suf- 
ficiert material assistance. Bard was threat- 
ened with dissolution; its faculty was dis- 
persed, and it passed through periods of the 
most severe financial stress. 


With the coming of the Second World War, 
and the rush of women to the colleges, due 
to the increased affluence of the American 
middle class population, the situation sub- 
stantially changed. Moreover, the policy of ac- 
cepting Jewish applicants in increasing num- 
ber has proved profitable. These applicants 
have been denied entrance, chiefly for reason 
of overcrowding, after graduation from New 
York City’s preparatory schools, at Pembroke, 
Wheaton, Wellesley, Vassar, Connecticut Col- 
lege for Women (which has had a remarkable 
growth at New London, since 1918, almost en- 
tirely on a tuition basis), Radcliffe, Barnard, 
and elsewhere. 


Prefer Eastern Colleges 


These young women have been unwilling 
to go to the large mid-western colleges on a 
state basis, or to the South (where the pres- 
sure of Jewish applicants is increasingly 
large). Bard has been recommended by the 
preparatory school leaders, and hence has 
gained prestige in Jewish circles. According 
to the latest information, Bard is flourishing. 
I have not endeavored to secure an account of 
its situation, but I know it to be favorable; 
moreover, the college seems to be destined for

U. P. A. and the J. D. C. We would have had to study the literature 
of both organizations; we would have had to familiarize ourselves 
with problems in Europe and Palestine, with questions of adminis 
tration, with international political elements; we would have had 
to raise questions relative to the Jewish future—oh, it would have 
meant a terrible burden. We have enough trouble just raising the 
money, but to decide how the funds should be spent as well—that 
would have been just too much for us. Fortunately, a committee in 
New York has solved the problem for us.” 

“But who is on that committee?” a young man asked, “and 
why should we not decide how our own money is to be spent?” 

A frown put the rebei in his place, and the chairman continued. 

“We shouldn’t bother our heads about things like that. And 
those who talk about ‘ideals’ and ‘principles’ just don’t know any: 
thing about the every-day realities of Jewish life. The fact remains 
that we have ‘unity,’ and that is the most important thing.

LONDON — Russian military 


authorities are preparing to re- 
patriate all German Jews liber- 
ated from concentration camps 
in the parts of Europe now un- 
der the administration of the Red 
Army, the Berlin radio reported 
this week.

JUDENBURG, Austria—Not 
a single Jew can be found in 
this town whose name means 
“Jews’ Town,” and whose coat 
of arms bears the picture of a 
bearded Jew. 

Hundreds of Italian, Czech, 
Yugoslav, Hungarian and other 
refugees are in Judenburg, but 
there is not one Jew among 
them. The last of the Jews in 
this town were ousted by the 
Nazis in 1938. 

A flourishing Jewish com- 
munity existed here from the 
13th to the end of the 15th cen- 
tury, when all Jews were de- 
ported from the province of 
Styria, in which Judenburg is 
located. Jews began to return to 
Judenburg in the 19th century, 
forming a small Jewish com- 
munity which remained until 
the Nazis deported all Jewish 
inhabitans.

expansion after the war. Bard has a modest 
row of buildings and a small campus with 
room, however, to grow. From my viewpoint, 
however, Bard College is too far away from 
New York City to afford the practical oppor- 
tunities I have envisaged for a new college, 
chiefly under Jewish endowment. Private in- 
dividuals, recruited from leaders in education, 
finance, professions and communal affairs, 
make up the Boards of Trustees of such small 
colleges. 


Adelphi College on Long Island, within 
commuting distance of Brooklyn and New 
York City, has an increasing student body, but 
is not co-educational. It has passed through 
a difficult period of financial readjustment, but 
today it has a large enrollment of girl stu- 
dents, and apparently is able to meet its fin- 
ancial problems. It has a large campus and 
considerable room for expansion. It is under 
general endowment, not under that of any par- 
ticular denomination or community. It will be 
interesting to watch the course of Adelphi’s 
growth in the next few years. 

The growth of borough colleges in recent 
years has presented many important elements 
requiring study and interpretation. 

Brooklyn College has had a phenomenai 
growth since its establishment within the past 
twenty years, and now has a handsome bor- 
ough campus. The registration of students of 
Jewish origin is very large. Queens College at 
Flushing, Long Island, is housed on the 
grounds that in the buildings of a former phil- 
anthropic institution, a Reformatory of a sec- 
tarian group. Queens College has large and 
excellent buildings, is close to a thriving com- 
munity, like Hofstra, is at the crossroads, so 
that students may come to it from many direc- 
tions, by subway, bus, train, or by auto (when 
available), 

The President of Queens College, Dr. Paul 
Klapper, is a Jew, and is a member of the 
Flushing Free Synagogue. Brooklyn College 
with the help of the Board of Higher Educa- 
tion of Greater New York, is making steady 
Progress; Queens College has about 40% Jew- 
ish students; Brooklyn College, about 60% or 
more. Students commute from other boroughs

Since 1922 Told By One Of Prime Movers 


they are granted admittance; the same is true 
of Queens College. 

Hunter College in New York City is under 
the aegis of the Board of Higher Education of 
New York City. Its beautiful new building at 
68th Street and Park Avenue houses a fine 
city institution. It is difficult, however, for ap- 
plicants to gain admission if their academic 
record is not in the higher brackets. The facil- 
ities for the Bronx headquarters of Hunter 
College are now being used by the country’s 
armed forces. 


Institutions Insufficient 


I cite these institutions (City College of 
New York, included) to indicate the size and 
scope of the problem of providing adequate 
facilities for college students in the area of 
Greater New York. No matter how many in- 
stitutions are created in this region, they still 
prove insufficient to accommodate those stu- 
dents who wish to gain admission. Many of 
our young people, as I have said, have dis- 
tributed themselves throughout the country: 
in North Carolina (Chapel Hill), the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, the University of Wisconsin, 
Ohio State, ete. 

Some have found their way to Carlton Col- 
lege, Minnesota. The headmasters of prepara- 
tory schools are fearfully harassed by the 
difficulty of securing admission for graduates 
of the Jewish faith; every spring there is a 
tremendous scramble for places. Students who 
do not make a particular college their first 
choice find themselves, on being denied admit- 
tance elsewhere, in a most embarrassing posi- 
tion. Of course, parents whose children even- 
tually make an adjustment, cease to be in- 
terested in the general problem of finding 
facilities for others. 

With the assured increase of student regis- 
tration following the end of the war, the need 
for additional college facilities will be even 
greater. Not even the helpfulness, financially 
speaking, of the state and national govern- 
ment, will enable existing colleges to furnish 
the required opportunities. And the question 
of the Jewish quota will remain as acute as 
ever.

No Differences, Leaders 
Told By Committee Heads

NEW YORK—rThe inside story of Jewish activities at the United 
Nations Conference at San Francisco was told this week by Judge 
Joseph M. Proskauer and Jacob Blaustein, president and chairman 
of the executive committee, respectively, of the American Jewish 
Committee, addressing a large audience of Jewish community lead- 
ers at Hunter College here. 

Mr. Blaustein said that there was no difference on major ques- 
tions among the various Jewish groups which had official repre- 
sentatives at San Francisco. He revealed that the American Jewish 
Committee and the American Jewish Conference worked together 
on various problems affecting their co-religionists all over the world. 


Kept Watch on Enemies of Palestine 


Declaring that the problem of trusteeship caused great discus- 
sion in-San Francisco and many conflicting views were expressed, 
Mr. Blaustein said: ‘We had to watch out that the trusteeship 
system that came out of San Francisco should not be constructed 
in such a way as to impair the rights of the Jewish community in 
Palestine or the rights of the Jews to immigrate to Palestine. We 
have secured the assurances of the American delegation that noth- 
ing will be done in San Francisco which will in the slightest degree 
endanger the existing rights of Jews with regard to Palestine.” 


Establishment of the Commission on Human Rights, Mr. Blau- 
stein pointed out, is a great achievement. “It gives us as well as 
other oppressed peoples of the world a forum to which we can ap- 
peal in case of violations of our fundamental freedoms, For the 
first time in history, the question of human rights and the treatment 


-of individuals was officially recognized as being of vital international 


concern.” 
Praise Secretary of State Stettinius 


The two leaders of the American Jewish Committee, who served 
as consultants to the U. S. delegation at San Francisco, praised 
Secretary of State Stettinius for the support he gave to the pro- 
posal for a Commission on Human Rights. They also lauded the 
consultants of all civic and labor groups for their active interest in 
securing adoption of this proposal which makes infractions of basic 
human rights a matter of international concern. 


“However much we believe that Palestine, to the extent of its 
capacities, furnishes a haven for those who are persecuted, we none- 
theless maintain the right of the Jew to abide in peace and in honor 
“We shall 
subscribe to no theory of enforced exodus or enforced international 
ghetto. The doors of Palestine should reasonably be open to those 
who wish to go there. But the human rights proposal inserted in 
the Charter are a bulwark for our stricken brethren of Europe 
against internal persecution that will force them to live lives they 
do not wish to live.”

British Hold Greek 
Jews, EAM Charges

NEW YORK —Many Greek 
Jews are still being held in Brit- 
ish concentration camps in Africa 
because they were members of 
ELAS pastisan units or were 
supporters of the EAM, parent 
body of the ELAS, it was 
charged this week by the Greek- 
American Council. It also as- 
serted that Jews are confined in 
Greek jails for the same reason, 

Pro-fascist and moharchist 
groups are being allowed to 
spread anti-Jewish propaganda 
and engage in anti-Semitic agi- 
tation, the council said. The news- 
paper “Ellinkos Berras,” organ 
of Christos” Levantis, a member 
of the former Plastiras govern- 
ment, has published anti-Semitic 
articles and “systematically culti- 
—— vates hatred of Jews and democ- 
racy,” the council stated. It also 
discloses that the Ministry of 
Education and Ecclesiastical Af- 
fairs appointed a representative 
to the Jewish community, as was 
done under the Metaxas dictator- 
ship, but mass protests by Jews 
resulted in rescindment of the 
appointment.

Accord- 
ingly he pioneered. a bold move 
—establishing a program for the 
school and community both start- 
ing at 8 in the morning and end- 
ing at midnight. 


Program Reaches Community 


Directing the activities was a 
former teacher, a sociologist who 
had specialized in handling ju- 
venile delinquency. Dionisio Par- 
rino became executive director 
of the South Bronx Community 
Center of Junior High School 37. 
The South Bronx Citizens Asso- 
ciation, with 600 dues-paying 
members, agreed to subscribe 
$2,500 a year and together with 
funds contributed by the Board 
of Education, the only all-day 
school project in the city was 
launched. It developed so rapidly 
that it spilled over into two 
other schools in the district. 

The Catholic -Church, the 
Gaelic League, other civic-minded 
bodies responded with teachers 
and donations. Children added 
their nickels for “Jitterbug 
Night” and the parents paid a 
quarter a year for dues. A per- 
ceptible change came over -the 
neighborhood after the ambitious 
program of classes, lectures, so- 
cial events and workshops took 
hold. The police. blotter at the 
40th Precinct showed a marked 
drop in street disturbances; radio 
cars reported fewer youngsters 
congregating on street corners. 
As many as 2,000 men and wom- 
en flocked to the school in an 
evening for recreation and dis- 
cussions.

“Steamboat” Eliminated 


Another success story was writ- 
ten at Junior High 120, in Man- 
hattan. The Youthbuilders—an 
organization of school children 
with 157 chapters devoted to the 
study of social problems—decided 
that a Negro character, known 
as “Steamboat” in a comic book, 
issued by. Fawcett Publications, 
was an insult to the colored, peo- 
ple. The elub members had been 
discussing — discrimination and 
what could be done about it. 
Since they were comic-book fans 
they decided to visit William 
Lieberson ,the publisher. A com- 
mittee called upon the executive. 

“They were born diplomats,” 
the publisher said later. “After 
announcing they liked the hero, 
they went on to explain that 
Steamboat was a Negro stere- 
otype tending to magnify race 

prejudice. When I countered’ by 
saying white characters were dis- 
torted for the sake of humor, 
they had'a snappy comeback— 
white characters were both hero 
and villian. Steamboat, a buf- 
foon. was the only Negro in the 
strip. One boy drew an enlarged 
portrait of Steamboat and added, 
‘This is not the Negro race, but 
your one-and-a-half million read- 
ers will think it is.’ That clinched 
ye 

Not only did the publisher ban 
the character, but he also at- 
tended a subsequent assembly at 
the school and took part in a 
forum on the same problem, ad- 
mitting that he had learned a 
lesson. 

The Negro Ghetto had prodded 
other leaders to deep thought. 
At P. S. 194, Principal Daniel 
Krane saw that his totally Negro 
population was isolated from the 
rest of the city. Accordingly he 
arranged with a sister school, P. 
S. 33—all white—for inter-visita- 
tion programs. Children from 194 
staged plays on the platform at 
33 and vice-versa. It was so suc- 
cessful an experiment that the 
Glee Clubs of both schools joint- 
ly took part in a recital at Town 
Hall during the course of a festi- 
val sponsored «by the Citywide 
Citizens Committee on Harlem. 

Other devices; outlined in the 
program for Better Human Re- 
lations, were employed to weld 
the school to the community. P. 
S. 10, with the aid of the New 
York Fund, opened an after- 
school center and working par- 
ents were invited to bring. their 
children there for care between 
the hours of 3 and 6, thereby 
preventing juvenile delinquency. 
The parents themselves had their 
own night center from 7 to 10 
p. m. On the Lower East Side 
the Hebrew Club of Seward Park 
High School invited the Negro

It the school childrens’ eyes 
were being opened for the first 
time, so were many teachers’. 
Often the instructors discovered 
that the textbooks: were breeding 
intolerance.

If one 
bore the name Jonah he usually

The Editor’s Chair 


Some time ago one of the Jew- 
ish chaplains in the Pacific wrote 
to me that the chaplain who was 
in command of his area, whose 
church was in Indiana, was re- 
turning to the United States, and 
that this chaplain had been ex- 
ceedingly helpful and under- 
standing and -had gone out of 
his way to see that a great many 
services were made available for 
the Jewish men in his area which 
ordinarily would not have been 
possible. The Jewish chaplain 
thought that perhaps something 
could be done somehow to show 
appreciation for this fine person. 

I feel rather good about: what 
has happened and that I had a 
part in it. 

I first wrote to the editor of 
the daily paper in the chaplain’s 
town in Northern Indiana, and 
suggested that his community 
might want to arrange some sort 
of a reception for Chaplain ——. 
The editor, recognizing news 
when he sees it, forthwith put 
the “story” in the paper that 
Chaplain ——- was returning af- 
ter many months in the Pacific 
area. 

I also wrote te a prominent 
Jewish leader in the community 
closest to the home of the Chap- 
lain which had an _ organized 
Jewish community and suggested 
that either the B’nai B'rith or 
some other official Jewish body 
might very well do something to 
show the appreciation of the 
Jewish people back home. 

The first thing I knew was a 
letter I recived from the Chap- 
lain’s wife, who sent me the clip- 
ping from the daily paper show- 
ing that her husband was to re- 
turn. She wanted. to know how 
I got the information, because 
although she had a letter from 
him that very day there was 
nothing in it about his coming 
-——vie. I wrote and told her what 
I knew. 

That was about a month or so 
ago. Now I have a letter from 
the Jewish community, and it 
tells of a dinner being tendered 
the Chaplain by twenty to thirty 
of the Jewish leaders there. The 
Chapiain at first demurred about 
any kind of reception, but later 
yielded. Modest as he is, the chap- 
lain insists that there be no pub- 
licity, which is why-I am _ not 
printing his name.

Younger Men In The Rabbinate No Slouches 


N all the current hullabaloo over the in- 
adequacy of the younger men in the rab 
binate and those attending rabbinical sem- 
inaries, it should not be overlooked that of the 
men who are making names for themselves as 
leading rabbis, most of them are in their early 
forties and many have yet to reach that age. 
Rabbi Robert Gordis, president of the Rab- 
binical Assembly, looks more like twenty than 
he does forty, yet is a profound scholar as well 
as a leader of men and rabbis. Rabbis Maurice 
Eisendrath, executive director of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, hasn’t been 


.shaving very long, and Rabbi Jacob J. Wein- 


stein of Chicago’s KAM Temple, except for a 


receding hairline, can’t be claimed by other than 
the present generation. 

In orthodoxy, too, the younger men are hold- 
ing the reins of leadership, and this trend will 
be accentuated when rabbis like Chaplain Max 
Braude and Chaplain Jacob Ott, among others 
return from the wars. 

Even in the American Council. for Judaism, 
youth holds sway, for Rabbi Elmer Berger, has 
probably yet to see his thirty-fifth birthday. 

Partriarchs in the rabbinate we have, and 
giants too. But it is not accurate to say that 
the men taking over the leadership in American 
Jewish religious circles need yield in anything 


to the older men whose names are on every: 


one’s. lips. 


Much Indecision Shown In Report 


A report of the “Conference on research in 
the Field of Anti-Semitism” held in 
March by the American Jewish Committee, and 
just made available to the public, shows a 
definite desire to treat the subject objectively 
and scientifically, but also reveals a great deal 
of confusion and indecision. 

The American Jewish Committee at this 
late date, it is to be hoped, is not still trying 
to arrived at a definite policy in its anti-defama- 
tion work, as the pamphlet seems to indicate. 
The only positive program the report shows is 


that of inter-cultural- education. The remainder 
of the report inclines towards indecision and 
“not knowing what to do.” 


The conference heard reports of polls reveal- 
ing that twenty-five per cent of the people of 
the U. S. are anti-Semitic. 


The very last sentence in the report is re- 
vealing: “Mindful of the changing world situa- 
tion, it was recommended that further con- 
ferences of scientists endeavor to implement 
research: and testing programs. 


Current Comment 


Balanced Budget. Not Spiritual Achievement 
Says Rabbi Irving L. Goldman—Many lay lead- 
ers of the synagogue seem to think that a 
balanced budget equals spiritual achievement. 
The general membership sharing this attitude 
faithfully pays the dues and promptly ignores 
the duties, the personal spiritual commitments 
involved in synagague affiliation. The Syna- 
gogue is commanding increasing loyalty in 
terms of financial support from a numerically 
augmented membership. But measured by 
more approprite standards, the story is sad, 
indeed. 

Synagogue attendance is falling off, even on 
Friday evenings when almost all adults in the 
congregation can attend. In many congregations 
the officers and board members of the syna- 
gogue, who so faithfully conduct the fiscal af- 
fairs of the organization, teach the membership 
by example how to administer “absent treat- 


ment” to God's. House. With the virtual. disap- 
pearance of the pious grandfather of yester- 
year, the Sabbath morning service is on the 
verge of being abolished. Only the articficial 
stmiplus of a socially popular Bar Mitzvah cere- 
mony enables it to show sporadic signs of life.

Polish Students 
Delivered Jews to 
Nazis, Charge

LONDON—Capt. Leon Peretz, 


a Jewish captain in the Polish 
Army who was liberated by 
American troops from a camp in 
Bavaria, this week charged that 
Polish anti-Semitic students, 
members of the Nara Party, co- 
operated with the Germans dur- 
ing the occupation of Poland and 
delivered many Jews to the Ges- 
tapo. 

Arriving in London, Capt. Per- 
etz, who is a relative of the fam- 
ous Jewish writer, J. L. Peretz, 
told a press conference how he 
fought with a partisan unit bat- 
tling the Germans in Poland, af- 
ter he succeeded in escaping 
from a transport en route to the 
Sobibor death camp. He revealed 
that while working in the under- 
ground in Warsaw, he forged 
identity documents for Jews, add- 
ing that about 30,000 Jews hid 
in Warsaw using false docu- 
ments, after the Germans liq- 
uidated the ghetto there follow- 
ing the Jewish uprising. 

“Secret hideouts for Jews 
were maintained throughout the 
occupation,” he related. “Three 
Jewish women and two men 
were kept in a walled-up room 
in a German factory in Warsaw 
and were secretly fed every 
night through a small hole. 
When one woman died, her body 
had to be cut into parts in order 
to be removed through the hole. 
The underground movement 
paid a thousand zlotys monthly 
fer the upkeep of hiding Jews.” 

Capt. Peretz, who was twice 
wounded, witnessed the grue- 
some execution of his parents 
and brothers.

NEW WOMEN’S LODGE IN PALESTINE 
MEMORIALIZES JEWISH JOAN OF ARC

JERUSALEM—The name of 
the late Sarah Aaronson, Pales- 
tine Jewry’s Joan of Ar, was 
permanently memorialized this 
week by Palestine B’nai B'rith 
when it installed the fifth chap- 
ter of the B’nai B’rith Women in 
Eretz Israel as Sarah Chapter 
at Zichron Jacob, where Miss 
Aaronson died in 1917. 


Simultaneously, Justice Gad 
Frumkin, president of B'nai 
B’rith’s Palestine Grand Lodge, 
announced the establishment of 
two more B’nai B'rith lodges, 
bringing the total of units in 
Eretz Israel to 15, with a com- 
bined membership of 1,500. 


Sarah Aaronson and her broth- 
er, Aaron, conceived the plan of 
carrying the British offensive into 
Palestine during World War I. 
After persuading the British to 
invade Eretz Israel, the Aaron- 
sons organized an_ intelligence 
service for the British. A carrier 
pigeon with a note from Miss 
Aaronson to General Allenby, 
British commander in the Middle 
East, was intercepted by the 
Turks. As a result the entire 
Aaronson family was captured. 
After enduring days of torture, 
Miss Aaronson committed sui- 
cide,
